ID* The eighty-second anniversary n( the De-
elaration of Independence of the Inibd Ftales
Wi.s celebrated by a banquet, held on the jth of
July, at the Loudon Tavern, and attended by
about 130 American gentlemen residing in Lon¬
don The dinner took placc under the auspices
of the American Association, a society recently
established in Loudon for the benefit of citizens
of tbe States while sojourning In England. The
I»uiquel was presided over by General Rob't B.
t ainpbeil, L'. S. Consul at London, on whose
right sat .Mr Dallas Letters of apology for non-
att *ndance were received from Hon James T.
Ma son, from the principal American Couii-ls in
tin United Kingdom, from .Mr, George Peabody
and others. The room was tastefully decorated
with the Star-spangled Banner and l iilon Jack,
and ever the President's table hung poiiraits of
General and Ladv Washington, and also an ex¬
cellent likeness of l^ueen Victoria, lent by her
Majesty for tbe occasion.

sary for him to guard them carefully.

That is now among things gone and pis!: as

since the house was reoj>encd not a niugle ca.*e

of it has oecurrcd. though it was never more ex¬

tensively patronized than during the Ia9t *©*-

sion of Congress, by persons, too, of all condi¬
tions of constitutions and health, of course.
The first labors of the new proprietors, Messrs
F. Tenny A Co., were to clear out from the ex¬

This
faot is doubly gratifying, because the assiduous
care of tho proprietors baa thus so promptly re¬
stored to its former value so much of tho prop¬
erty of our fellow-citizens, who, in its deprecia¬
tion, would otherwise have been very heavy
losers; nnd also bccauio their enterprise and
liberality (that of the hosts of the National) de
serve the remarkable success uow crowning
their exertions. They keep a holel in all re¬

spects equal to any other iu nny portion of tho
I'nited States, and the traveling public as thej
are gradually finding the fact out, are day by
day coming to ruth in upon them in greater
crowd*.
